Author  Addresses 
Friday  Assembly 

Eminent  American  Composer 
Appears  In  Wednesday 
Lyceum  Number 


Mr.  Lawrence  Dennis,  economist, 
internationalist  and  author,  was  sched- 
uled to  address  students  of  Brigham 
Young  university  in  assembly  this 
morning. 

Mr.  Dennis,  who  appeared  on  the 
lyceum  course,  has  a wide  background 
in  political  and  economic  affairs.  Af- 
ter graduating  from  Harvard  he  serv- 
ed two  years  overseas  during  the 
World  War  as  a first  lieutenant  of  in- 
fantry. After  demobilization,  ffe  yient 
several  years  in  the  diplomatic  service 
as  secretary  and  charge  d’affairs  in 
Roumania,  Honduras,  and  Nicaragua, 
Resigning  in  1927,  he  traveled  in  South 
America  as  agent  for  an  international 
banking  firm.  Since  his  return  in  1930 
he  has  written  numerous  magazine  ar- 
ticles, and  has  lectured  in  all  parts  of 
the  country. 

Mr.  Dennis  is  rather  widely  known 
as  the  author  of  “Is  Capitalism  Doom- 
ed?” which  many  critics  consider  one 
of  the  greatest  modern  contributions 
to  economic  thinking.  A new  book, 
“This  Coming  Fascism”  (Harpers)  is 
now  on  the  press*

more  skillful  at  dialectics,  and  cause 
me  some  bad  spells  of  stammering. 

BUT — -like  all  excellent  tonics, 
medicines,  poisons  and  delicacies,  it 
must  be  taken  in  the  right  dosage 
Select  wisely;  administer  moderately; 
beware  of  indigestion,  superficial 
burns  and  nausea  from  over-indul- 
gence and  lack  of  proper  balance — 
these  are  the  instructions  typed  on 
the  bottle. 

Aid  In  Self-Expression  Growth 

Perhaps  it  is  fair  to  say  that  every 
individual-  in  an  educational  institu- 
tion is  seeking  a fuller,  happier  and 
generally  better  self-expression.  Cer- 
tainly all  educational  institutions  aim 
to  offer  the  most  fertile  kind  of  soil 
for  the  growth,  of  self-expression.
